‘Students suggest School 
Boards amalgamate 


Two young people attend- 
ed the regular board meeting 
of the St. Albert Protestant 
Separate School District No. 
6 on Wednesday, June 11, 
for the purpose of making a 
presentation to the trustees. 
Joe Murray and Jeff Saun- 
ders, both grade 11 students 
of Paul Kane High School, 
presented their proposals 
and recommendations con- 
cerning school hours, curri- 
culum, and social and reli- 
gious issues in connection 
with the school. 

Two major recommenda- 
tions were the amalgamation 
of the two St. Albert school 
districts and a vocation 
school maintained by both 
districts. 

District 6 chairman Bill 
Webber explained to the 
students that the board 
would listen to their pre- 
sentation and perhaps ask 
questions but the board 


Councillor 


Councillor Margaret Smith 
expressed concern at the 
council meeting on Monday 
night regarding the mailing 
out of the 1975 tax notices in 
St. Albert. 

Coun. Smith noted that the 
notices will be out during the 
latter part of June and a 
number of people may be 
away on vacation. She felt 
that people in the town 
should be aware that the 
penalty for late payment is 
levied one month later and 
citizens may be away for that 
month and be forced to pay 
the penalty.

SCHOOL HOURS 


Joe Murray was first to 
speak on the subject of 
school hours.

“lunch break be extended to 
one hour to provide more 
time for students to engage 
in school activities or extra 
study. The extra time would 
also allow greater social- 
ization between students and 
school staff or greater use of 
school facilities. Alternative- 
iy, students could take ad- 
vantage of a longer lunch 
break to return home for a 
decent meal. Joe did not 
consider a meal from a brown 
paper bag to be very appet- 
izing. A revised schedule of 
the school day was presented 
along with the proposal. 


DRIVER TRAINING 


Jeff Saunders presented a 
case for the school offering a 
driver training course. He 
said that two benefits would 
be derived from it: firstly, it 
would aid driver safety and, 
secondly, it would help de- 
crease the insurance pre- 
miums young people have to 
pay. The course would 
comprise theory, practical, 
defensive driving, and main- 
tenance and general car care. 
Jeff reasoned that such a 
course has its place in an 
educational institution. He 
considered that class sizes be 
no larger than 20 and that 
students should contribute 
half of the cost of the lessons. 

Assistant superintendent 
Bob Prather spoke in support 
of this particular recommen- 
dation.

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Huge crowds take in 
biggest ever rodeo 


Rodeo weekend drew an 
estimated 14,000 people to 
St. Albert, and while the 
Kinsmen weren't giving out 
any official figures, Chair- 
man Gerry Rayburn is 
talking about ‘‘Burning the 
Mortgage’’ on the new 
Kinsmen Community Centre 
in Lacombe Park, when all 
the receipts from the Rodeo 
and Beerfests are tallied. 

With $8,800 given out in 
prize money, the St. Albert 
Rodeo retains its place as 
10th largest outdoor rodeo in 
Canada. The total includes 
all of the cowboy’s fees (if 
they don’t win, those cow- 
boys really lose!!) and $3,240 
paid by the Kinsmen. 

From last year’s winners 
list, St. Albert drew nearly 
all of the top 10 cowboys in 
each of the five major events: 
saddle bronc, bareback, bull 
riding, calf roping and steer 
wrestling. Mel Hyland was 
out with a broken leg, Kenny 
McLean, who is getting older 
and doing less rodeo, and 
John Gratton weren't en- 
tered, but John was out to 
see the show. Last year’s 
Canadian champion, Tom 
Bews was the Top All 
Around winner. 

On Tuesday Ron Parsons

Fire Chief foresees 
department growth 


St. Albert’s new Fire 
Chief, Mr. C. A. (Alex) 
Purnell, took over his duties 
in mid-May. , 


Mr. Purnell took over from 
Mr. Fred Tetarenko who is 
now Deputy Fire Chief, and 
in charge of public education 
and fire prevention. 

Prior to coming to St. 
Albert he was in the Armed 
Forces, stationed in Saskat- 
chewan where he was in- 
volved in fire fighting with 
the military. Mrs. Eleanor 
Purnell and one of their three 
children, Mia (age 12), are 
living in St. Albert, and sons 
Llewellyn (age 21) and Mikel 
(17) are away at school. 
Llewellyn attends the Uni- 
versity of Victoria and Mikel 
is attending grade 12 in 
Saskatchewan. 

‘lam quite pleased to be a 
member of (the St. Albert 
Fire) Department,’’ says 
Chief Purnell, ‘tand pleased 
with the men that are 
working here at the present 
time. Hopefully we can 
increase’'the department's 
size and in time we can build 
up to the proper strength."’ 
He added that he finds the 
support from the volunteers 
very good, but his concern 
was the situation arising in 
the hours when the volun- 
teers are not available. He 
said that had the condo- 
minium fire, which occurred 
last week in Grandview 
Ridge, taken place during 
the hours when the volun- 
teers were not able to 
respond, a far more serious 
situation would have faced 
the department. 


C. A. [ALEX] PURNELL 


Chief Purnell feels that 
over the next three to five 
years the Fire Department 
can look forward to building 
their strength to 20 or 30 
men. He would like to see the 
department reach the str- 
ength of five to eight men on 
duty in the hall for each shift, 
including volunteers. 

**We can assume that we 
are not going to have emer- 
gencies,’’ Chief Purnell said, 
‘but should an emergency 
arise to the point where we 
would need full manpower to 
handle it, then we would 
need that manpower on shift. 
Time is very important and 
we can’t wait for somebody 
to come.in a fire situation." 

Chief Purnell commended 
the regular men and the 
volunteers for their perfor- 
mance at the fire at the 
condominium last week and 
said that they performed well 
in getting the situation under 
control.

STUDENT ADVISORY 
BOARD

DAY CARE CENTRES 


The next recommendation 
was for a student-operated 
day care centre which the 
young men thought would 
benefit the students, the 
school curriculum, and wor- 
king mothers in the comm- 
unity at large. The financing 
would be taken care of by 
‘‘care’’ charges and students 
would receive nominal pay 
and credits for their time 
working. 

Assistant superintendent 
Muriel Martin commented 
that high school students 
could contribute to a child’s 
growing up. She felt that 
male students as well as 
female students can be of 
great value in this area. 

Trustee S. McCaffery ask- 
ed whether this idea related 
to pre-schoolers or whether 
the students had considered 
after school hours care. Mr. 
Murray replied that at the 
time of making the propos- 
als, they had thought about 
pre-schoolers only. 


SMOKING POLICY 


Aware that Trustee Dr. W. 
Cuts has strong anti-smoking 
opinions, Joe Murray opened 
his presentation acknowled- 
ging that the ‘Smoking 
Policy’’ presentation would 
be a thorn in Dr. Cuts’ side. 
Dr. Cuts retorted that the 
subject was a thorn in the 
side of many people and he 
reiterated his well known 
views that smoking is very 
harmful to health and it 

hould not be encouraged in 
‘district schools. Dr. Cuts 
gently chided the two stu- 
dents saying that this parti- 
cular proposal detracted fr- 
om a very commendable 
presentation. 

The students requested 
that smoking be allowed in 
all the entrances of Paul 
Kane excluding the main 
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front entrance by the general 
office. The idea was to 
relieve congestion, save mo- 
ney on smoking facilities, 
and provide a warm place to 
smoke during the colder 
months. They felt ‘that 
students had the same right 
as teachers to smoke in the 
school. 


CHRISTIANITY 


The students felt a three 
credit course on christianity 
shouldbe introduced as 
religion is for many a major 
part of life. They felt the 
course should be optional 
and encompass the funda- 
mentals of the faith and the 
minor differences between 
the various sects. 

Board members and ad- 
ministration personnel dis- 
cussed various aspects of this 
recommendation, wondering 
whether this might be a 
protestant-oriented course or 
a course on comparative 
religions covering beliefs 
other than christianity. 

Several other miscellan- 
eous recommendations were 
presented by the students 
covering items of a more 
general nature. Revamping 
high school attendance pol- 
icy, easier access of school 
facilities for students after 
school hours; estblishment of 
a high school music program, 
were among ideas listed. 

The board members app- 
reciated that a lot of hard 
work had gone into the ideas 
and presentation by Joe 
Murray and Jeff Saunders.

Chairman Webber remar- 
ked that Mr. Thomas’s 
recommendation did not 
commit the board to any 
financial obligation. 

Mr. Munro asked Super- 
intendent Gish if the Ed- 
monton fees are likely to be 
similar to the fees at L.Y. 
Cairns School which is 
attended by some district 
children. Mr. Gish replied 
that the fees might well be 
lower. 

Trustee Dr. W. Cuts 
moved that the board accept 
the recommendation by Mr. 
Thomas that the board 
support 


in principle the 


approval of an alternative 
program to the Winnifred 
Stewart School and that 
parents and district repre- 
sentatives discuss the needs 
of an alternative program 
before the end of June. The 
motion was carried. 


RESOLUTION FOR 
HANDICAPPED CHILDREN 


A resolution for the annual 
ASTA meeting proposed by 
Trustee Shirley McCaffery 
and tabled at the last 
meeting was brought for- 
ward. The resolution called 
for a comprehensive edu- 
cational program to be made 
available for all educable- 
trainable mentally handicap- 
ped children within the 
publicly supported school 
systems in the Province with 
funding to be provided by the 
School Foundation Program. 

The wording caused a little 
concern at the previous 
meeting and Superintendent 
Gish suggested a minor 
change which was agreed 
upon. This was to include the 


words ‘‘and physically han- 
dicapped’’ before ‘‘child- 
ren."’

Playing with fire leads 


to grim consequences 


Both the St. Albert de- 
tachment of the RCMP and 
the town Fire Department 
agree that youngsters ‘‘play- 
ing with fire’’ had a hand in a 
fire which demolished one 
row of half built con- 
dominiums in St. Albert June 
11. The same fire also badly 
scorched another newly-fini 
shed row, housing threc 
families. 

According to one report, 
Si. Albert Fire Chief C. A. 
Purnell had pointed out that 
it was ‘‘kids all right.’’ 
However RCMP point out 
hat they were juveniles and 
no charges have been laid. 
One was said to be only six 

ears old and could not have 
heen charged anyhow even if 
riminal negligence could be 
proved. 

According to a group of 

hildren watching the fire- 
men hosing down the fire 
which occurred about 7 p.m., 
another group of children 
had been lighting pieces of 
wood and throwing them into 
a bucket of tar. 

No information was avail- 
able at the time of going to 
pres» on the damage caused 
by the fire, but a spokesman 
for the developer Nu West 
Development said the par 
tially finished units were 


covered by insurance. 

Insurance on the occupied 
buildings is handled by the 
condominium itself. 

The fire began in a 
partially completed six unit 
row of Grandin Village in the 
southwest sector of St. 
Albert. 

Heat from the flames scor- 
ched the rear wall of the 
second row, setting fire to 
one of the units and badly 
burning oihers. Three of its 
homes had been occupied for 
less than two months. 
Flames also blackened the 
wall of the third partially 
completed row. 

Allan Ronneseth, 25, who 
moved into the townhouse 
with his wife only two 
months ago, was watering 
his lawn when.the fire 
started. He called the fire 
department because there 
was a bunch of kids playing 
round the construction. 

Mr. Ronneseth was spray- 
ing water from a hose on to 
the rear wall of the condo- 
minium until heat from 
flaming tar paper and wood 
forced him to leave. 

A next door neighbour of 
the Ronneseths Robert Pe- 
terson, 27, moved into 
Grandin Village with his wife 
two weeks ago and they were 
forced to pack their poss- 


essions and leave. Mrs. 
Peterson called the Fire De- 
partment when she saw the 
fire starting in the half built 
row. By the time she got back 
from making the call flames 
were licking at her home. 


COLLISION ON 
ST. ALBERT TRAIL 


Twelve hundred dollars 
worth of damage was sus- 
tained by two vehicles in a 
collision on the St. Albert 
Trail 7:30 a.m. Tuesday 
morning. 

The collision took place at 
the intersection of the Trai, 
and Hebert Road. 

It happened when a dump 
truck driven by Emmanouel 
Arnidis of Edmonton was 
coming east down Gervais 
Road to cross the Trail and a 
car driven by Deborah 
Pelletier of St. Albert was 
swinging south onto the Trail 
from Hebert Road. 

Two hundred dollars worth 
of damage was sustained by 
the truck and $1,000 to the 
car. Cindy Brookwell and 
Patricia Innes both of St. 
Albert were passengers in 
the car. Innes was taken to 
the Sturgeon General Hos- 
pital for treatment to a 
number of broken ribs. A 
hospital spokesman said 
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Tuesday afternoon that she 
would be staying in the 
hospital overnight for treat- 
ment and observation. 

In another accident June 
11, Loc Emile Laliberte, 20, 
of the CAF base at Edmonton 
was killed after his motor- 
cycle collided with a guard 
rail on Highway 28A one mile 
south of Lancaster Park. He 
was thrown from the bike 
and died from injuries 
received in the accident. He 
had been taken to the Royal 
Alexandra Hospital following 
the incident.

Town seeks input on 
transportation 


The Town of St. Albert has 
embarked on a Transpor- 
tation Study which will give 
input of the General Plan 
under preparation at the 
present time. The Transpor- 
tation Study is being carried 
out in co-operation with the 
Department of Transporta- 
tion, the Edmonton Regional 
Planning Commission, the 
City of Edmonton and the 
Municipal District of Stur- 
geon. An important part of 
the Study program will be to 
explore alternative accesses 
between St. Albert and 
Edmonton. The Study is 
intended to cover both the 
immediate and long range 
transportation needs of St. 
Albert including public tran- 
sit. The firm of L.G. Grimble 
and Associates Ltd., has 
been selected to carry out 
this study under the direction 
of a Steering Committee 
comprised of all the above 
jurisdictions. The Study work

permeates the entire school 
program. Programs have 
grown more sophisticated 
and much planning goes into 
short term and long term 
assistance given by parent 
volunteers.

$ 300 million C.LL. plant for Sturgeon 
St. Albert Chamber told 


Canadian Industries Limi- 
ted are to locate a $300 
million industrial plant in the 
MD of Sturgeon. 

This was revealed last 
week at two separate meet- 
ings in the area. 

Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 
speaking at the general 
meeting of the St. Albert and 
District Chamber of Com- 
merce June 11 in the Club 
Mocombo said that an 
(official) announcement ab- 
out the plant, which will 
manufacture polyethylene 
and ethylene products, 
would be made August 1. He 
told the Chamber that in- 
dustry was seeking to locate 
in the MD every day but 
declined to say anything fur- 
ther. He added however just 
as he left the Chamber 
meeting that ‘‘he knew all 
about it, (the planty’ 

Reeve Flynn spoke about 
20 minutes to the St. Albert 
Chamber of Commerce on 
the increasing trend for in- 
dustry to locate in the Stur- 
geon area and also the MD’s 
regional concept for the 
development of the St. 
Albert and Sturgeon area. 

At the regular meeting of 
the MDof Sturgeon in Mor- 
inville, the following day 
June 12, June 27 was named 
as the date for filing of 
interventions for the propos- 
ed industrial plant to be 
located at lot 35 just west of 
the North Saskatchewan Ri- 
ver near the mouth of the 
Sturgeon River. 

There had been specula- 
tion previously that the plant 
might go to Redwater but 
there was now no doubt that 
it was for the MD of 
Sturgeon. 

With a $2 million airport 
slated for Villeneuve, a $3 
million alfalfa plant at Legal 
and another $40 million 
worth of plants slated for 
development in the northeast 
section of the MD, news of 
the CIL plant explains why 
Reeve Flynn finished off his 
speech to the Chamber 


pointing out the great poten- 
tial of the region. 

He said ‘‘we have industry 
coming to us every day - we 
are going ahead and we hope 
to take you with us.’’ 

Earlier, Reeve Flynn be- 
gan his speech saying that 
Sturgeon might not be the 
largest MD in Alberta, ‘‘but 
it’s the best.’’ He pointed to 
the advantages of living in 
the MD with good highway 
connections, pleasant resi- 
dential living in the Sturgeon 
Valley and handy rail spurs 
for industry. 

He saw both St. Albert and 
Fort Saskatchewan as con- 
tributing greatly to the 
development of the MD of 
Sturgeon. He felt that the 
MD with a 49 percent 
agricultural assessment and 
its population base of 25,000 
could triple its assessment in 
five years. 

Since the MD was prepar- 
ed to locate industry Reeve 
Flynn felt it would be able to 
support the labour pool 
which would follow thus 
cutting down transportation 
expenses for the labour 
force, to meet union require- 
ments. 

There was the necessity, 
he pointed out to share 
water, sewer, transport gar- 
bage, parks and recreation 
facilities and all other ufil- 
ities on a regional basis. 

He was sure that the MD 
would follow the policy of 
keeping heaving and me- 
dium industry away from 
both urban and rural popula- 
tions so that these were not 
disturbed. He felt that Fort 
Saskatchewan had reached 
the ideal, but they had 
pollution in every form even 
though they had achieved a 
50-50 assessment. 

On the areas traffic pro- 
blem he felt that a joint 
approach would make for the 
best solution. 

He was all for the sharing 
of industrial taxes which 
according to Edmonton 
would take industry to loca- 
tions outside city boundaries.

SHARING 


Coinciding nicely with 
Reeve Flynn’s point on the 
sharing of industrial taxes, 
Chamber of Commerce 
member Ray Gibbon had 
good news from the annual 
meeting in Lethbridge of the 
Alberta Chamber of Com- 
merce. He represented the 
St. Albert Chamber there 
June 8 - 9. 

He told the Chamber that 
he had been set for a real 
battle to get a St. Albert 
resolution through which re- 
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commended that the pro- 
vincial government establish 
a provincial tax sharing plan 
related to industry and com- 
merce, 

The purpose of the resolu- 
tion was to bring about a 
situation where all Alberta’s 
municipalities would have a 
share in the benefits of 
industrial and commercial 
taxation. 

The resolution was passed 
and it could come up before 
the provincial cabinet in 
September. It- pointed out 
that a major part of the urban 
and rural municipalities con- 


sist mainly of residential 
dwellings with just about no 
industrial or commercial 
development. While for a 
smaller number the opposite 
was the case as much 
industry was located in their 


urban boundaries. 


Mr. Gibbon also pointed 
out to the Chamber that he 
had pushed for St. Albert's 
membership in the Alberta 
Chamber, ‘‘though I'd still 
like to find out which zone 
we're in,’’ 

In other Chamber matters, 
it was revealed that the 
Tourist Information Booth 
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was functioning last weekend 
and there had been 40 
applications from STEP stu- 
dents for a job in the booth.

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St. Albert Parish plans to build first rectory 


The St. Albert Roman 
Catholic Parish has decided 
to try and raise funds to build 
a permanent home for priests 
serving their rapidly-growing 
parish, which at present 
serves about 1,800 families. 

The historic parish, one of 
the oldest in Alberta, has 
never had a rectory. 

The Parish Council last 
year established a committee 
to investigate the need for a 
rectory and all possible 
alternatives to provide ac- 
commodation for priests. The 
committee looked at the 
feasibility of renting a home 
in St. Albert to provide both 
living and office quarters, or 
buying two homes, or renting 
a house and separate office 
space, but reached the con- 
clusion that none of these 
suggestions were practical. 
The possibikity of using the 
old Foyer Grandin was also 
investigated. The Foyer is 
now an historical building 
under the Provincial his- 
torical site preservation pro- 
gram, and was judged both 
too old and not suitable. The 
new Foyer, owned by the 
Oblates, is for the exclusive 
use of retired priests, and is 
now full. 

In April of this year the 
committee reported to the 
parish council that their 
investigations indicated a 
parish-owned rectory was 
both desirable and advise- 
able. 

The council endorsed this 
report and took it to the 
parish at large, which also 
approved the proposal, and 
the committee was instructed 
to carry on as a building 
committee. An architect was 
retained from the firm of 
Dupuis and Donaghue to 
produce an acceptable plan, 
and it was decided to canvass 
the parish to see if sufficient 
funds could be raised to 
make the project viable. 

The canvass got underway 
last week with about 100 
volunteers involved, includ- 
ing members of the Knights 
of Columbus, the CWL, the 


Parish Council and many 
interested parishioners. 


PARISH NOW 144 
YEARS OLD 


St. Albert Parish was 
established by Father La- 
combe in 1861 and church 
construction started in 1902. 
The little log church now 
housed in the museum was 
the first building put up in 
St. Albert. The present 
church was completed in 
1920 and was built by the 
Parish and the Oblate Order. 

The parish, now 144 years 
old has never owned a 
rectory and the priests have 
always lived in quarters 
rented from the Oblates. At 


present they have quarters, 


and offices in the Retreat 
House, waich can ill afford 
the space now, and will be in 
real need of it before too 
long. 

The parish team is in- 
volved in a quite consider- 
able amount of counselling 
and faces a growing need for 
more privacy for this part of 
their work which the new 
building will provide. For 
most of the years since the 
town experienced its first 
heavy influx of new people in 
the late fifties and early 
sisties, the parish was served 
by a three-man team of 
priests, and a fourth man

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Presbyterians celebrate 100 years 


A time to look back and a time to look forward 


Presbyterianism in Canada 
owes much to Scottish and ; 
Irish influences. Other sour- | 
ces, however, have also’ 
made a solid contribution. 
Indeed, the first Presbyter- 
ians in Canada were French 
Hugenots. The Edict of 
Nantes 1598 afforded the 
Hugenots (Protestants) priv- 
ileges they had not enjoyed 
for some time. Some of the 
more adventurous souls 
therefore sought and receiv- 
ed, a charter for trade in the 
New World. The charter 
required as one of its 
conditions the settlement of a 
certain number of inhabi- 
tants. 

Under the Yeadership of 
Sieur de Monts, settlements 
were established at St. Croiz 
and Port Royal in 1604. 
Roman Catholics and Pro- 
testants were included am- 
ong the settlers. The Huge- 
nots were granted free exer- 
cise of their religion pro- 
viding they did not try to 
evangelize the Indians. 

In 1625 the Jesuits arrived 
and immediately opposed the 
toleration granted to the 
Hugenots. The charter under 
which the Hugenots had 
come to the New World was 
revoked. A charter was then 
granted to the Company of 
the One Hundred Associates 
organized under the aegus of 
Cardinal Richelieu. The char- 
ter of this company stipu- 
lated that ‘‘None but Fren- 
chmen and Roman Catholics 
be permitted to settle in the 
country.”’ 


A NEW BEGINNING 


The next chapter of Pres- 
byterianism in Canada be- 
gins with the fall of Quebec

in the year 1759. Part of 
General Wolf’s army was 
made up of Scottish High- 
land units who were included 
among those who occupied 
the citadel. Their Scottish 
chaplain, Rev. Robert Mc- 
Pherson, stayed for a time to 
minister to the needs of those 
who decided to take up 
permanent residence in the 
area but no formal congre- 
gation was established. 

The first permanent work 
was begun farther East. 
Nova Scotia, which at that 
time included New Bruns- 
wick, was ceded to the 
British in 1713 by the Treaty 
of Utrecht. Thus Halifax was 
founded in 1749 and German 
and Dutch settlements grew 
up in the Lunenburg area. 
Two churches were erected 
in Halifax, one for the 
Anglicans, and one for the 
non-Anglicans. The latter 
edifice, known as the Pro- 
testant Dissenter’s chapel, 
became the spring board for 
much more valuable miss- 
ionary work in the area. 

For some years the Dutch 
settlers around Lunenburg 
had tried unsuccessfully to 
secure a minister either from 
the old land or from the 
United States. Finally they 
took matters into their own 
hands and chose one of their 
own members, Bruin Romcas 
Comingoe, to be their mini- 
ster. Not only did he not 
possess the academic quali- 
fications but there was no 
Presbytery in existance to 
ordain him. This did not 
deter the Dutch. There were 
two Presbyterian ministers in 
the Colony; these two men 
together with two Congre- 
gational ministers constitu- 
ted themselves into a Pres- 
bytery and proceeded to

ordain Mr. Comingoe in the 
Dissenter’s Chapel in Hali- 
fax. 

The first permanent Pres- 
bytery was not formed, 
however, until 1786 when the 
Presbytery of Truro came 
into being with five ministers 
and two elders on the roll. A 
second Presbytery came into 
being in 1795 with the 
erection of the Presbytery of 


Pictou. It is noteworthy that 


both these Presbyteries were 
originated because of agg- 
ressive missionary work. 

Canada at this time con- 
sisted of a portion of what is 
now the provinces of Ontario 
and Quebec. At the time of 
the Fall of Quebec, settle- 
ments were scattered along 
the lower St. Lawrence, the 
Ottawa River, and the North 
Shore of Lake Ontario stre- 
tching from Kingston to Nia- 
gara. The first Presbyterian 
congregation was founded in 
Quebec City in 1765 by Rev. 
N. Henry. At first this 
congregation worshipped in 
a room in a Jesuit College 
placed at its disposal by the 
Government. 


PRESBYTERIAN 
DIVISIONS 


An observer of the Cana- 
dian Presbyterian scene in 
1850 would almost certainly 
have been struck by the 
fragmented character of the 
denomination. By 1850 there 
were in what is now Canada, 
at least seven distinct Pres- 
byterian organizations, a re- 
flection of the divisions of the 
mother church in Scotland, 
not to mention several con- 
gregations and small group- 
ings which were unconnected 
with any of these bodies. 

Nevertheless, the forces of 
disunity, which had until this 
time been in the ascendant, 
were now about to retreat 
before the drive toward 
unity. Canadian Presbyter- 
ians, could not long remain 
unmoved by the spectacle of 
churches divided over issues 
which were not clearly 
relevant to their situation. 
Political confederation in 
1867 afforded an opportunity 
and a challenge to the 
Canadian churches to ach- 
ieve denominational consoli- 
dation. In the quarter cen- 
tury following Confederation 
most of the major denomina- 
tions did establish national 
organizations. The Presby- 
terians enjoy the distinction 
of being the first to acc- 
omplish this. 


THE UNION OF 1875 


By 1870, as a result of the 
regional unions, the seven 
Presbyterian groups in the 
country had been reduced to 
four, two in the Maritime 
Provinces and two in central 
Canada. In all of these 
groups the sentiment in 
favour of a national union 
now began to develop rapid- 
ly. All agreed that the union 
negotiations should be pur- 
sued, and appointed com- 
mittees to prepare a Basis of 
Union. This task occupied 
them until 1875, at which 
time the highest courts of the 
four Churches resolved to 
unite in one body to be called 
the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada. 

In the matter of doctrine, 
the four Churches shared a 
common heritage and all 


accepted the Westminster 
Confession of Faith as their 
subordinate standard. There 
was no great difficulty, 
therefore, in securing adop- 
tion of this Confession as the 
subordinate standard of the 
proposed new Church. 

The union was consum- 
mated at Montreal on June 
15, 1875 and Dr. John Cook, 
minister of St. Andrew’s 
Church, Quebec, was elected 
Moderator of the first Gen- 
eral Assembly. The Church 
was divided into four Synods 
and 33 Presbyteries. There 
were approximately 600 mi- 
nisters, 700 congregations, 
and 88,000 communicant 
members. 

In the half century after 
1875 the newly formed Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada 
experienced marked numeri- 
cal growth. Synods increased 
in number from 4 to 8, 
Presbyteries from 33 to 79, 
ministers from 602 to 1,708, 
communicant members from 
88,000 to 380,000. The leap 
in membership from 88,000 
to 380,000 between 1875 and 
1925 was due in part to 
large-scale immigration. Si- 
nce the majority of the immi- 
grants were English-speak- 
ing and Protestant, coming 
from either the United King- 
dom or the United States, 
nearly all the Protestant 
denominations experienced 
significant additions to their 
memberships. The Presby- 
terians were no exception to 
this. 


THE CHURCH SPREADS 
WEST 


The growth of the Church 
after 1875 was geographical 
as well as numerical. One of 
the major developments of 
this period was the peopling 
of the Canadian West. 
Almost a whole new country 
was opened to settlement 
west of the Great Lakes. 
What began as a tiny trickle 
in the years from 1885-1895 
became a veritable flood 
after 1900. Settlers flocked to 
the prairies in droves from 
almost all quarters of the 
globe, from the British Isles, 
from Europe, and from the 
older sections of Eastern 
Canada. Sizeable towns and 
cities sprang up almost 
overnight. The population of 
both Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan increased by 400% or 
more in the decade 1901- 
1911. 

To carry the ministrations 
of religion to this shifting and 
expanding population be- 
came one of the primary 
responsibilities of the Cana- 
dian churches. To follow 
their own people westward, 
to minister to the material 
and spiritual needs of hund- 
reds of thousands of new 
immigrants taxed their ener- 
gies and resources to the 
utmost. In all the denomina- 
tions a few names stand out 
as pioneers in Western work. 
In the Presbyterian Church, 
that of Dr. James Robertson 
towers above all others. 
Appointed Superintendent of 
Missions in the Northwest in 
1881, he dedicated the 
remaining 20 years of his life 
to the exacting task of 
Presbyterian Church exten- 
sion in the new West. A 
forceful, forthright man, he 
spared neither himself nor 
others. One of his hardest 
tasks was that of securing 


men to keep pace with the 
rapid spread of the work. 
‘The gambler, the rum- 
seller, and the . strange 
woman,”’ he wrote in one of 
his annual reports, ‘‘travel 
by fast express - the Church 
by slow stage. We follow 
when we should accompany 
or precede.’” Somehow he 
obtained his men, and 
assuredly he got results. 
While the population of the 
West had increased by 83% 
in the decade 1891-1901, the 
membership of the Presby- 
terian Church had increased 
by 168%. When he received 
his appointment in 1881, 
there was but one presbytery 
in the West. When he died in 
1902, there were 18 pres- 
byteries and over 1,100 
preaching stations. 


- AND OVERSEAS 


The union of 1875 im- 
parted a powerful impetus to 
overseas missions. By 1900 
there were 61 missionaries 
on the foreign field, and by 
1925 the number had in- 
creased to 225. New mission 
fields were opened in British 
Guiana; North Honan, Ch- 
ina; South China; Jhansi; 
India; the Indore district of 
Central India and Korea. 
Work was also continued and 
expanded in Trinidad and 
Formosa. In 1925 the Church 
had more than 300 men and 
women serving on the over- 
seas fields. There were 16 
hospitals and 25 dispen- 
saries, which in 1924 pro- 
vided medical treatment for’ 
over 100,000 patients. 

During the years between 
1875 and 1925 the Presby-— 
terian Church in Canada 
enjoyed an unparalleled per- 
iod of growth and prosperity. 
In the last 25 years of this 
period there was also a 
growing rift in the Church’s 
membership over the issue of 
organic union with other 
branches of the Christian 
Church, a rift which resulted 
in the division of the church 
in 1925 between those who 
joined with the Methodists 
and the Congregationalists to 
form the United Church of 
Canada, and those who 
believed that they should 
endeavour to maintain the 
doctrines and usages of the 
Presbyterian Church. 

The Church Union Act 
received its final assent on 
July, 1924 during the Gener- 
al Assembly. It was provided 
that the Act should not come 
into force until June 10, 1925 
and that any congregation 
had the right to vote before 
this date on whether it would 
enter the United Church. The 
final figures indicated that in 
those congregations in which 
a vote had been taken 
121,547 voted in favour of the 
Union, and 114,175 voted 
against it. In many congre- 
gations, of course, no vote 
was taken, and such congre- 
gations entered the United 
Church. The size of the 
dissenting minority was suf- 
ficient, however, to ensure 
that a Presbyterian Church 
would be maintained. 


HARD TIMES 


When the controversy over 
Church Union was ended and 
the lines of division drawn 
the Presbyterian Church 
found itself in a difficult 
position. Many of its congre- 


gations were left without 
ministers and many were left 
without places of worship 
and in many instances, 
without ministerial leader- 
ship. In some localities 
Anglican and Baptist con- 
gregations graciously placed 
their churches as the dispos- 
al of the Presbyterian con- 
gregations. Some groups met 
in hired theatres or public 
halls until arrangements 
could be made for the 
purpose of erecting a church. 

The Presbyterian Church 
in Canada appears now to be 
fully recovered from the 
shock of June 10, 1925 and 
its aftermath. With a mini- 
stry whose average age is 
under 40 and a corres- 
pondingly youthful member- 
ship the Presbyterian Church 
is taking an increasingly 
stronger role in Canadian 
Church Life. Along with its 
sister Churches, she is ready 
to confront the challenges of 
the morrow. During the 
years since World War 11, 
the Presbyterian Church has 
made diring efforts to ex- 
pand its work and witness. 
Membership growth has 
been modest but its contri- 
bution to the missionary, 
educational, theological and 
social concern of the whole 
Christian Church has well 
exceeded its numerical size. 

It cannot be emphasized 
too strongly that the Presby- 
terian Church, while zealous 
to maintain her own tradi- 
tions, has been most eager to 
co-operate with other chur- 
ches in all forms of Christian 


+ work and witness. The Pres- 


byterian Church is a member 
of the Canadian Council of 
Churches, and of the World 
Council of Churches. As well 
it plays an active part in the 
World Alliance of Reformed 
Churches. 

The Presbyterian Church 
in Canada has a system of 
church administration and 
forms of doctrine and wor- 
ship which have been used 
by God to nurture a high 
quality of Christian life, dis- 
cipleship and service. It has 
in the past been used of God 
to nurture in the faith men 
and women who have been 
faithful in the service of 
Christ and in service to the 
world for which Christ died. 
Christians who worship wi- 
thin its congregations today, 
who labour for its good, and 
who pray for its prosperity, 
are convinced that as a 
branch of the Holy Catholic 
Church it has a great work to 
do. 


A RICH HERITAGE 


Centennial year for Pres- 
byterians with all its cele- 
bration is not a goal but a 
milestone in the pilgrim 
journey of a portion of God’s 
people. But it does provide a 
valuable opportunity to bet- 
ter understand the rich 
heritage of Christian faith, to 
remember ‘‘all the way 
which the Lord your God has 
led.’’ It does offer a unique 
opportunity for renewal of 
the Body of Christ in open- 
ness to the exciting and 
challenging leading of God’s 
Holy Spirit. And it does 
present new avenues of res- 
ponse at the beginning of a 
second century, a century in 
which “the chief end of man 
is to glorify God and enjoy 
Him forever.’"”

Kane High School, about 50 
all told, decided about two to 
three months ago that it was 
time to get their feet wet and 
trace the development of St. 
Albert right from year zero to 
_ the present time. 
Last Monday night the 
| fruits of their efforts came to 
light in Project Canada West. 
With all the help of modern 
audio-visual aids, maps and 
4 pictures, they showed the 
i development of the town to 
those who came to take in the 
display. A few parents were 
scattered among students 
and teachers who had come 
out that night. 

Two classes of Grade 11 
students tackled the project 
which looked at recreation in 
St. Albert both present and 
future, the development of 
the town’s communications 
and transportations systems 
from the first road to 
Edmonton built by Sam 
Cunningham in 1889 to the 
arrival of the Edmonton 
Transit System in 1974. 

Two grade 12 students, 
Karen Nelson and Rod Wilt- 
shire set up their own display 
tracing history from its very 
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dawn to our own age of the 
atom. 

Those taking in the display 
were given evaluation sheets 
by the students so their 
opinions might be recorded 
and evaluated. 

In the grade 12 project, 
there seemed to be a real 
interest shown in the rise of 
Nazism and Hitler as well as 
the post war period which we 
have come to know as the 
Cold War. 

Scanning the recreation 
project, one could compare 
the present recreation facil- 
ities of St. Albert with the 
vast new proposed recreation 
complex which should be a 
real boon to the town when it 
is finished. 

The grade 11 history 
project was a real revelation 
for anyone who did not know 
much about St. Albert’s past. 

There were photos of the 
Old St. Albert Hotel which 
burned down to make way for 
the present Bruin Inn. 

There were pictures of the 
tranquil agricultural town of 
St. Albert in 1902, a far cry 
from the fast growing com- 
munity we know today. 

By 1862 a man who was to 
emerge as a historical figure 
par excellence, Father La- 
combe, had organized the 
first supply train of carts 
from Red River to Edmonton. 
The great man also saw to 
the construction of the first 
bridge west of the Great 
Lakes over the Sturgeon 
River in the same year. 

The students also un- 
earthed pictures of the first 
CN train to pass through St. 
Albert in 1906. Much later, 
in 1928, George Armstrong 
was the proud owner of St. 
Albert's first motor vehicle. 

From then on progress 
went from leaps to bounds 
with a larger bridge over the 
Sturgeon being built by the 
government in 1940 and four 
lane highway to Edmonton 
completed in 1960. 

On hand at the Canada 
West Project were some well 
researched papers on St. 
Albert's past, and also some 
documents on the growth of 

transportation and commun- 
ication. 

They are too hefty to 
repeat in full, but they are 
full of some real gems, as far 
as putting the past in pers- 
pective of the present goes. 

The depression affected 
St. Albert the same as any 
other town in the thirties. 
|One family living in St. 
| Albert at that time had a bill 
| of 12 dollars on charge at a 
hardware store in 1932. It 
| took a month and a half and 
several payments to pay it 
| off. Let’s hope the present 
| crisis” of inflation and re- 
cession doesn’t get that bad. 
| Back in the old days you 
could buy a horse for $50 or 
$60, and a good one at that. 
The same steed would cost 
around four to $500 today. 

Cattle were also quite 
cheap and a cow could be 
bought for $12. The same 


cow today would cost up to 
$275. 

If you were around in 1890, 
land you had bought then 
would have ‘cost $450 a 
quarter. In 1940 this would 
have cost $6,500. Don’t flip, 
but the same land would 
mean that you would have to 
fork $75,000 out of your 
pocket today. So you can see 
what a great investment land 
is. 

It seems that St. Albert 
had more than its fair share 
of fires in the past. 

As the student investi- 
gation puts it, ‘‘judging from 
the amount of fires, there 
were the town must have 
been burnt down two or three 
times over.”’ 

There was a hotel where 
the Bank of Montreal is now. 
It was burned down. Later 
there was a general store 
where the pharmacy is now. 
The old town hall was where 
the car wash is now. On the 
lot where the Royal Bank is, 
was a livery barn but that 
burned down also. There was 
another one built just after 
that, which burnt down 
killing two men and 18 
horses. 

Up where the Drive-In is, 
there used to be an old coal 
mine. That closed down in 
1921. So don’t be surprised if 
your hot dogs taste a little on 
the gritty side as you take in 
a movie at the Drive-Inn. 

Not many know that the 
Sturgeon General Hospital is 
not the first in St. Albert. 
There was a small hospital 
up on Mission Hill by the 
convent. 

The first library was where 
the Gazette office is. 

St. Albert had to build its 
own fire station because the 
fire brigade had to come 
from Edmonton whenever 
there was a fire and by the 
time it got here, the fire was 
usually out of control. 

And some of the prices of 
groceries and other mer- 
chandise make your head 
spin. Many years ago in 
1922, you could get a 100 Ib. 
bag of sugar for $8 and coffee 
was 30 cents for five pounds. 

You could buy a 40 Ib. 
crate of apples for $1.15. 

And wait for this one; you 
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could obtain 10 pairs of Shoes 
for SO cents at a cheap store 
or a really good pair for 
$2.00. 

In 1922 - 1930 wheat was 
nine cents a bushel or a ton 
for $10, 

On medicine, it was best to 
be tough. In 1945 the medical 
centre was the home of Dr 
Cuts and he was the only 
doctor for the whole area 
around St. Albert until 1961 
when Dr. Skrobot came to St 
Albert. 

In another report from the 
grade 11 students in the 
Canada West Project, on 
transportation and comm. 
unication in St. Albert, there 
are exhaustive studies on the 
pros and cons of a St. Albert 
radio station. Also comments 
some of them very compli- 
mentary on the St. Albert 
Gazette, with one or two 
suggestions for improve. 
ment. 

There are the usual beefs 
which every editor expects; 
‘correct information,’ ‘earlier 
delivery,’ ‘more interesting 
articles,’ and ‘less bias on 
political issues.’ 

A most outstanding fact 
which is worth mentioning, is 
that the under 20 age group 
is the least satisfied with the 
St. Albert Gazette. They only 
rated the paper as fair, For 
consolation however it is also 
worth noting that 78 per cent 
of females in the 41 - 50 age 
group thought that the paper 
was ‘‘good.’’ Most people 
thought that it contained 
enough news of St. Albert. 

The students who did so 
much research on their 
project deserve a mention,

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Producer of Winterhawk drops in to St. Albert 


Rates latest movie an epic

Fast moving, quiet talking, 
top movie writer, Charles B. 
Pierce director and producer 
of ‘‘Winterhawk,’’ now sho- 
wing in Edmonton dropped 
into St. Albert last week to 
promote his latest film. 

After a brief stop in St. 
Albert he headed south to 
Calgary, again to publicize 
“‘Winterhawk,’’ a haunting 
legend about a Blackfoot 
Indian's efforts to save his 
dying tribe from the killer 
disease small-pox. 

Mr. Pierce wrote, produc- 
ed and directed the whole 
show himself. He even gave 
a part in the movie to his own 
son Chuck Pierce Jr. ‘‘be- 
cause he works on the cheap 
and doesn’t talk back,’’ the 
movie magnate laughed. 

Former Calgary Stamp- 
eder Woody Strode also gets 
a part in the movie, one of 
the mountain men who tracks 
down Winterhawk, played by 
Michael Dante. 

Mr. Pierce, with such 
movies as Bootleggers and 
the Legend of Boggy Creek 
to his credit, grew up in the 
tiny Arkansas hamlet of 
Hampton, population 500, 
and says he always dreamed 
of making movies ever since 


he was a kid. 

He gave a brief sketch of 
the movie, showing at the 
Jasper, Klondike and Capil- 
ano Cinemas since June 13, 
without spoiling the ending. 

He said that this type of 
movie had always fascinated 
him; ‘‘I had always wanted to 
do a big outdoor epic 
Western.”’ 

‘‘Two years ago I was 
driving across the Western 
U.S. in the Monument Valley 
area when my imagination 
began to play games with 
me.’’ 

**The idea came to me to 
do a picture on the Indians 
like it’s never been done 
before, showing them as 
human beings rather than 
savages.”’ 

“I began studying Indian 
history and found the legend 
of Winterhawk and the 
Blackfoot Tribe and came up 
with my story.”’ 

‘I follow the basic story,”’ 
he continues. 

‘*In 1839, half of the 
Blackfoot nation died of 
small pox and this young 
chief Winterhawk had heard 
of a cure. He and his two 
braves loaded up the richest 
set of furs ever seen and 
travelled out to the States 
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from southern Alberta for a 
rendezvous with one of the 
last mountain men trading 
centres.’’ 

When Winterhawk reach- 
ed the centre, two mountain 
men jumped on the fur-tra- 
ders, shot two braves and 
stole all the furs. Winter- 
hawk retreated and escaped 
an ambush and two days 
later returned to kidnap a 
young boy and girl from the 
mountain men’s camp. 

The majority of the show is 
taken up with pursuit of 
Winterhawk by the mountain 
men in a year long saga 
which takes Winterhawk 
back to Canada in the winter 
of 1840. Winterhawk makes 
his final stand to fight off his 
pursuers. 

‘Director Pierce says that 
the movie ends with a good 
feeling, but didn’t say what it 
was so that audiences could 
find out for themselves. 

A specialist in family 
shows, he feels that there is 
enough sickness and de- 
pression in the world without 
adding to it by making 
‘‘doubtful’’ movies. 

He has also an ‘award 
winning TV production of the 
life of Christ to his credit 
which is still screened in the 
U.S. each Easter and Christ- 
mas. It’s in its ninth year of 
straight playing. He points 
out that his heart's desire is 
to make a full length movie, 
‘The Life of Christ” ‘in 
documentary style after the 
manner of the Legend of 
Boggy Creek, the story of a 
wild man of the swamps who 
terrorizes a local community 
through his own fear of 
people. 

However he cautions that 
the budget for such a show 
would be formidable, quot- 
ing a figure of $5 million. 

Winterhawk opens in 32 
theatres across the province, 
showing in northern Alberta 
this week and southern 
Alberta next week. 

Director Pierce is 36 with a 
wife Flo and- three kids, two 
girls and a boy and he’s been 
married for 16 years. 

Life continues to look good 
for the man who used to earn 
his bread and butter by 
sweeping floors and painting 
signs at the local TV station 
before he was given the 
chance to direct some local 
shows.

Pre- 
vious generations and less 
mobile societies had less 
need for a Mother’s Day Out 
program because young mo- 
thers did not find themselves 
in such isolated circum- 


stances. 

Mrs. Fyfe said research 
had shown mothers to be 
greatly affected by the stress 
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with the petition on the basis of evidence presented at 
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of confinement with young 
children, unable to retain 
identity and unable to relax 
from responsibility. The Mo- 
ther’s Day Out program grew 
throughout the country to 
minimize that stress factor, 
She said the program was not 
to be confused with Day Care 
which is for the working 
mother. Resistance to the 
program had been met from 
mothers who had not been 
able to enjoy this facility 
when they were bringing up 
children and from the guilt 
feelings of young mothers 
themselves. ‘‘If we keep one 
individual or family from 
breaking down, the program 
is justified in social terms 
and economic terms,”’ she 
added. 

Mrs. Fyfe looked at the 
volunteers and co-ordinators 
of the program and their 
responsibilities which are 
often thankless. She thought 
nevertheless that those with 
a social conscience have 
learned the basic truth that 
in giving one also receives, 
and that each new respon- 
sibility will aid a person 
reach a new plateau of 
personal capability and con- 
fidence.

Searching in your pocket 
for a dime to use in a 
payphone may not be nec- 
essary depending upon wh- 
ere you are calling from. 

In St. Albert, coins are not 
required to dial Long Dis- 
tance (0), Directory Assis- 
tance (411), or Repair (611). 


However, a dime is required 
when calling any seven digit 
number. 

In emergency cases only, 
the long distance operator 
will connect calls to the 
appropriate seven digit 
number. It is better, how- 
ever, if the correct seven 
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digit number is dialed first. 
Emergency numbers in St. 
Albert are 459-7777 for fire, 
and 459-7721 for police 
(RCMP). 

Telephone users should 
remember the 911 emer- 
gency number for Edmonton 
is not in effect in St. Albert. 

In other areas of the 
province a dime may be 
required to reach the three 
service codes mentioned. In 
such cases the dime will be 
returned when the call is 
answered. 

Whether you are in Alber- 
ta or another province it is 
always a good idea to read 
the instruction card on the 
payphone.

St. Albert’s contract, sign- 
ed by Mayor Dick Plain 


envisages free and easy use 
of recreational facilities for 
both rural and urban resi- 
dents in the St. Albert area, 
but the MD balked a little at 
one clause in the agreement. 

MD Councillor Glenn Ber- 
ry thought that it was not 
quite clearly spelled out just 
how total the MDs usage of 
the facilities would be, and 
one clause in the regional 
recreation contract signed by 


St. Albert is a little ambi- 
guous. 

Secretary-Treasurer Alph- 
onse Nobert felt that one 
clause in the agreement 
might prevent people from 
Alcomdale, which is well 
away from St. Albert, shar- 
ing in that town’s swimming 
facilities. The phrase ‘‘ad- 
joining and partially surr- 
ounding the town’’ was the 
one which rankled. The point

regular meeting of the MD 
last week June 12-13 as 
council decided to give the 
whole matter its careful 
consideration.

plant at Morinville to take up 
the slack from the older 
smaller facility. 


About $100,000 for the 
new plant has been assured 
by the provincial government 
and tenders for the new plant 
couid be going out this week.

Twentieth Century can still belong 
to Canada, says Chamber 


MONTREAL - ‘‘The twen- 
tieth century was to belong to 
Canada. It doesn’t yet... 
There are still 25 years left to 
us in this century, and we 
can move a long way ahead if 
only Ottawa will encourage 
us. . .and will allow us the 
opportunity to work to- 
gether.’’ The speaker was S. 
F. Hughes, executive direc- 
tor of the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce, addressing the 
annual meeting of the 
Atlantic Provinces Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Mr. Hughes, reviewing 
the state of the Canadian 
economy, said that in five 
major areas of economic 
concern, Canada is standing 
at a crossroad: (1) inflation -- 
either inflation will proceed 
unchecked and lead to na- 
tional bankruptcy and de- 
pressions, or it will be 
contained with the result that 
a trade balance and healthy 


| export picture will be re- 


gained; (2) energy -- either 
the pricing and taxation 
questions will remain un- 
resolved, with the conse- 
quence of a huge trade 
deficit as well as an acute 
domestic shortage of energy, 
or industries will be en- 
couraged to develop new 
supplies, so that Canada 
would be in the unique 
position of being an indus- 
trialized trading nation with 
adequate energy resources; 
(3) employment -- either 
there will be an increase in 
productivity and creation of 
more jobs, or there will be a 
decline in exports and 
aggravation of the unem- 
ployment problem; (4) trade 

either there will be 
leadership from government 
and co-operation from all 
segments of society to regain 
a sound position, or the 
spectre of an out-of-control 
deficit will materialize with a 
consequent prolongation of 
the recession or worse; and 
(S) federal - provincial re- 
lations -- either the present

Sharing the 
load made Canada great.

Visitors of note to the 
Gibbons community on June 
10 were Mr. and Mrs. Hugh 
P. Paris, presently of Sunny- 
vale, California. Mr. Paris 
left Gibbons 55 years ago 
after an active and varied 
business career here, and 
went on to become the 
inventor and head of a sub- 
stantial concrete mix method 
business. 

He filed on a homestead in 
the Maybridge area near 
Redwater in 1909 when he 
was 18 years of age. Three 
years later the farm was 
proved up and subsequently 
sold. In 1915 Mr. Paris was 
in Gibbons, building the 
town’s first store on the site 
of the present Merkway 
Foods. World War 1 was 
then in progress and whole- 
sale houses would not take 
on any new customers at that 
time. Mr. Paris was not able 
to buy groceries to fill his 
shelves. For two years he 
bought grain in Gibbons and 
along the CNR line as well as 
the Peace River country, on a 
commission basis, for several 
companies. 

In 1917, the Gibbons Mer- 
cantile Co., owned by Mr. 
Paris and Mr. Jack Sherry, 
finally was able to open its 
doors. Mr. Paris had to buy 
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salt, sugar and Purity flour 
by the carload to keep his 
thriving business supplied, 
and added extra services 
such as auctioneering, the 
International Harvester ag- 
ency, and a Chev. car 
agency. 


He left Canada in 1920 to 
reside in the U.S.A. where 
he invented a horizontal 
cement mixer method which 
was used in building the New 
York subways in the 1930's. 
Refinements and new de- 
signs have kept the process 
ahead of the times. While in 
our community Mr. and Mrs. 
Paris were given a tour of the 
area by Mr. Norman Knott 
and Mr. Ed Knott, both long 
time friends of Mr. Paris. 
They visited Mr. Paris’ 
homestead, the town of Red- 
water and surrounding oil- 
fields, and made a very 
thorough inspection of our 
village, including the Loblick 
Industries Plant. Hugh and

M.D. will build roads 


to serve industry 


The location of a $300 
million CIL plant to manu- 
facture ethylene and poly- 
ethylene in the MD of 
Sturgeon has made the MD 
-more positive 8n the app- 
roach it will take to build 
service roads to industry 
coming to the area. 

The plant in question will 
be located at 35-55-22 north 
of the Sturgeon River’s 
mouth. 

Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 
felt that the decision to be 
responsible for roads in the 
MD’s industrial area was a 
major one. He wanted to tell 
industry coming here that 
the MD had a positive 
approach, that it would like 
to serve them with one road 
and hoped for provincial 
government assistance on 
the cost. 

He saw the workforce 
which would serve the in- 
dustrial zone as coming from 
Edmonton, Fort Saskatche- 


wan. St. Albert and other 
smaller centres in the MD. 

Councillor Walter Van de 
Walle thought that it was no 
longer the time to be picky or 
choosy when so many indus- 
tries were wanting to locate 
in the MD. One member of 
council had expressed doubts 
at a blanket road policy but it 
was pointed out that Grande 
Prairie had built a road for 
Proctor and Gamble as its 
own expense initially. 

Reeve Flynn pointed out 
that the Minister of Trans- 
port Hugh Horner had made 
assurances for help if the MD 
decided to accept respon- 
sibility for (industrial) road 
construction. 

At the tail end of the 
regular meeting of the MD 
June 13, council turned again 
to the problem of industry 
locating within MD bound- 
aries. 

Mr. Flynn said he was not 
sure if the MD should break 


its neck for the assessment 
which Canadian Bechtel mi- 
ght bring. (At a development 
appeal in Edmonton June 12, 
700 city residents forced that 
firm out of its plans to locate 
on a site in the Dunvegan 
Yards). . 

Canadian Bechtel had one 
time paid out $10,000 to 
locate a plant in St. Albert 
and had not been successful. 

Councillor Lawrence Klu- 
the advised of the benefits of 
having negotiating power 
through industry. ‘‘A site 
with industry may be more 
negotiable than 70 acres of 
rats,’’ he said, causing a 
chuckle to run through those 
at the meeting.
